FAILURE AND SUCCESS IN 


CANADA. 


The industrial aspects of mass production,

We cannot compete in 
extensive farming with the big wheat-pro- 
ducing nations. A recent correspondent. in the 
/rish Times seems to suggest this, but the 
war years disproved it. 

How then does agricultural mass produc- 
tion interest us, save as importers? In two 
ways. Potentially we also are .marked out 
for commodity marketing by the necessities 
of our agricultural economy as well as by 
our contiguity to the large British industrial 
centres. Not the marketing of wheat, in- 
deed, nor of any single crop, but of those 
more complex and shifting. products. of the 
farm, factory and creamery: butter, eggs, 
pork, -bacon—not to speak of live stock. 
There is a greater demand for our products 
than we are supplying, or can supply. That 
demand is being met by able and astute 
competitors, and it is only by resorting to 
every modern device, including commodity 
marketing, where that is feasible, that we 
shall keep pace with them. In our Irish 
Associated Creameries we have one such de- 
vice coming within the category of mass 
marketing though not on a colossal scale. 


Fresh Werlds te Conquer, 


But we have other resources to exploit. 
We have not come nearly to the maximum 
of our capacity nor fully to its optimuin 
quality in regard to eggs. Whether through 
co-operatives or through some scheme yet to 
be inaugurated, the Irish:egg should be made 
to deminate the British import market, and 
there is» still. vacant room at the top for 
Irish bacon and pork. There is, too, another 
reason why mass marketing interests Irish 
farmers. They are all ‘* small ’’ producers 
and the day of the small producer is ended, 
in agriculture as in industry. Just as the 
village shop, considered as a self-contained 
commercial entity is disappearing with the 
coming of the "bus, and as the country town 
dwindles from the same cause, threatening to 
leave at last but a few capitals remaining 
as the centres of trade, and as the ‘* one 
horse ” business yields to the multiple shop 
or the co-operative store ['d by the motor 
lorry carrying standardised goods) so the 
single producer will, soon or late, find ‘his 
place in the market occupied by large pro- 
ducing units. 


The Farmer's Share in Price. 


If he is not to be Jost in a multiple busi- 
Sess he will run it himself. At the least 
he will assure to, himself a reasonable. frac- 
tion of what the consumer pays. In the 
United States in 1923 the farmer’s share in 
the ultimate price paid by the consumer for 
bread was computed at less than a sixth. 
Whether or not there. was profiteering or 
inequity. in such an arrangement, a price 
position in which five-sixths of the cost goes 
to milling, transit, wholesalers and retailers 
is too lop-sided to stand. permanently. No 
actual “war” on middle interests 1s in- 
evitably involved, but a steady and fairly 
rapid readjustment’ is involving a large 
measure of farmer control.

CHINESE BACON IN IRELAND. 


Some remarkable statements are made in 
the ‘““Report on the Pork and Bacon Trades 


‘in “England and Wales’’*jost pablished on 


bebalf of the British Ministty- of Agriculture 
and Fisheries. It deals with trades having

British and Danish firms have; it appears, 
established bacon factories in China, and tlre 
small quantity of Chinese bacon exported 1s 
mainly a heavily cured product, which is 
packed in. boxes. ‘‘It meets with little or 
no demand on the English market, and is 
mainly re-exported to Ireland, where it 
fetches 10s. per cwt.. ‘ess than the average 
supplies from America. 

American bacon is not in great favour on 
the English market, being- nearly - all. re- 
exported.. American export houses are said 
to prefer to conduct their trade with Ireland 
through Liverpool representatives; and the 
chief cuts shipped to Ireland are long and 
short “clear backs,’’ which are consumed by 
the peasantry. These two things do not, 
however, represent the position, because from 
some of the European countries—Holland, 
Poland, Latvia and Ukrania—bacon is being 
brought to Ireland and sold in the ordinary 
way, without any mark to distinguish it from 
Irish. i 

It is stated by one in close touch with the 
trade that 80 per cent. of the bacon sold in 
Dublin at present is foreign: 


The Pork Trade. 


Advocates of the pork trade will learn 
with interest that in Holland **‘the abattoirs 
are, in general, privately. owned; in 1923 
it was estimated that only about 10 per cent. 
of the pork and bacon exported was the 
output of co-operative. concerns.’’ Dutch 
experience supports the wview that the 
larger the business unit, the more efficiently 
can the by-products be utilised. When the em- 
bargo was placed on Dutch pork, exports from 
Ireland were developed, and the ratio of 
home supplies reaching the Smithfield market, 
London,. ranged from 10.9 p.c. Irish and 89.1 
per cent. British in September, 1926, to 39.5 
per cent. Trish and 60.5 per cent. British. 
Of the Irish supplies receiver at Smithfield 
ast yeur, approximately.

Advice to Farmers. : ; 
At the moment, owing to tlie high price of 


stock foods pigs are, being marketed rtegard- 
less of condition, and as a result prices are 


ilown. We are probably at the most unfavour- 


able peak, and it is expected that before the 
year is out the corner will be turned. When, 


however, trade revives and prices improve 
farmers should be prepared for it. This they 
can do be retaining their breeding. stock and 
disposing only of such pigs as are in finished 
condition, One of the secrets of the success 
of pig. breeding in Denmark is the fatt that 
the farmers there remain in thé business 
through thick and thin, and are thus able to 
take full advantage of improved markets. 


In the report, the curers specifications for a 


suitable bacon pig are @xamined im relation 
to the carcase and the resulting sides of 
bacon. It is shown that. the confirmation of 
the live pig is not always a true guide to that 
of the carcase, although external character- 
istics usually indicate the presence of quality- 
factors in the carcase, which m turn. deter- 
mine the value of cuts from the side of bacon. 


SAMPLING: IMPORTED 
FERTILISERS. 


Replying to Deputy Briscoe in the Dail, 


the Minister for Lands and Agriculture said: 
All imports of artificial manures, including 
basic slag, are subject to sampling, and in 
fact generally, are sampled at. port of arrival 
by the Department of Agriculture. This 
sampling is done as a check on the. guaran- 
tees given to importers.

death in 1917 was one of the losses of the 
war, and the le of Ireland, and of 
Meath especially, should rally to the sup- 
port of those who are taking this oppor- 
tunity of paying their tribute to a poet 
who, had he lived, might have been one 
of the most notable figures in the Irish 
iiterary movement of to-day. 

Ledwidge was, above all things, the poet 
of Meath. In his poems we see opening 
before our eyes the rolling grasslands, the 
low hills and the murmuring streams of 
the Royal county. Here is no fierceness of 
nature, no overwhelming grandeur 
mountain or sea-girt clifis, but only the 
quiet pastoral countryside. 

He was a product of this countryside. 
It.is impregnated in his verse, and it is of 
Meath that he sings when facing that grim 
lester Death on the battle-front of the 
Somme :— 

The si'enee of ‘maternal hills 
Is rourd. me in my evening dreams, 


And round. me music-making rills | 
And mingling waves of pastoral streams, 


Whatever way J tarn, I find — 
fhe path is old unto me still. 
The bills of home are in my mind, 
And there i wander as 1 will. 


Tt was a strange destiny which brought 
this lover-of Nature and her peaceful ways 
into the bloody chaos of war, to die amid 
sights and sounds which would overwhelm 
the most hardened campaigner, much less 
one who had spent his life amid the green 
hills and fertile valleys of Eire. 

The lover of peace and her gentle ways 
was crushed in the Juggernaut of Mars, 
and, although barely eleven years have 
cone by since his death, the name- of 
Francis Ledwidge is unknown to the 
majority of his countrymen, But for the 
few—the faithful few-—-who have fallen 
under the enchantment of his music, his 
name would have been lost to posterity. 


THE CLASSICAL TRADITION. 


He was of the great classical tradition. 
His verse had the grave simplicity of a 
Greek poem. In it you will find little of 
the psychological problems, the anxious 
questionings, of his Georgian contem- 
poraries. . He sang of the old, eternal 
things, of life and death—not pertu “bed, 
as were they, at the vision of a world 
viven over to Mammon, but looking at all 
things with the eye of one who knew 
Nature in all her moods, confident that, 
after the storms and sorrows of winter, the 
spring would come. 

Ledwides preserved this detachment. 
from external things even amid the guns 
of Flanders. Indeed, if I were asked to 
name one particular characteristic which 
distmguished him from his fellow soldier 
poets, such as Rupert Brookes, Siegfred 
Sassoon and the rest, I should say it was 
his extraovdinary aloofness from the war- 
ridden, atmosphere in which he lived. His 
body was in France, but the poetic soul 
of him was tramping the roads of Meath. 

This aloofness was, I think, part of his 
intellectual make-up. He was very little 
beholden to his brother poets; and he 
seems to have escaped contact with the 
“Celtic Twilight’’ school, under whose 
spell most of the poets and writers of his 
generation lay, to the exclusion of their 
own individuality. First and last, he san 
of the things he knew—of the streams an 
rills, hills and valleys, and the wild, sweet 
Bowers of the wayside; of sleek, patient 
cattle, and the men who tend them; of the 
bosky woods and the calling birds, and 
herein vests the secret. of his appealing 
eharm. 

He attempt@fi no flights of fancy. He 
was of the people, and his verse was of 
the things familiar to him from his child- 
hood days. For this reason, if for no 
other, he should be remembered. 

In the course of time the little cottage 
near Slane will become a place of pilgrim- 
age; for let no man doubt that Francis 
Ledwidge will come into his own again, It 
will stand to the credit of our generation 
that we did not entirely forget him, 
though he sleeps in foreign soil, far from 
his own dear Meath.

Peg Woffington, the famous Dublin-born 


actress, whose memory is now being 
honoured on the occasion of the bi- 
centenary of her first appearance on the 
stage, began life in lowly surroundings. 
Her correct name was Margaret Wofling- 
ton, and her father was a bricklayer in 
Dublin. He died when Margaret was 
three or four years old, and she was corh-' 
pelled to accompany her mother in the 


| attempt to earn money by hawking water- 


cress in the streets of Dublin. 

At the age of five she was ed by 
an acrobat to assist in one of his turns, 
and so she an her theatrical career. 
In 1728 she took part in a children’s per- 
formatice of “ The r's Opera,”” and it 
is the aniversary of this appearance which 
is now being celebrated. 

Her first speaking part on the stage was 
as Ophelia in 17357, and she m 
London début in ‘The 
Officer’’ in 1740.

It was after her that Charles Reade 
entitled his famous novel, “Peg Woffing- 
ton,” but the story of the heroine com- 
bines both fiction and fact.

Bunuan s Tercentenary. 


The tercentenary of John Bunyan is now 
being celebrated, and will include a 
pilgrimage of al] good Baptists, and many 
others, to the tomb in Bunhill Fields 
Cemetery, London. 

Bunyan’s tomb is the one impressive 
monument in Bunhill Fields. eee | 
high above surrounding headstones, it wel 
displays the recumbent figure of the poet, 
with statues of “Christian ” on either 
side. Yet all around are graves of the 
great and worthy. al] very humbly housed. 
The hymns of Dr. Watts, the Crusoe of 
Defoe, deserve distinction. The mystic 
painter Blake, Cromwell’s son-in-law 
Fleetwood, the soldier of Worcester Field, 
and many men of note in troubled history 
are there—unmarked—with thousands of 
great and simple in the trench graves of 
the Great Plague, when Bunhil] Fields 
became the cemetery of its victims. 

In 1852 the Fields were closed to burials, 
and in 1867, when the lease expired, were 
about to be levelled and built over, but 
were purchased just in time, and so 
preserved.

A tour of their haunts reveals the fact 
that there must be .hundreds of women 
street traders in Dublin.

‘counters,’ propped up with orange 
boxes and barrels, are situated in the 
city’s principal shopping centres. 

Bare-headed, -beshawied, and . white- 
aproned, those lusty-voiced vendors occupy 
their pitches in ali kinds of weather, and 
partake of their frugal meals while 
endeayouring to wheedle custom. 

The South Great George 's street women 
are abiding by their pact, and about a

Leaptond street, 

The Camden street traders are standing 
on the order of their going, and when I 
visited the district a number of them were 
hawking their goods regardless of the 
menacé of the law. In Moore street, 
where the harassed pedestrian has to take 
to the cobble-stoned road, there are, at 
least, fifty typical street traders ; while in 
Henry street and at Nelson’s Pillar there 
are numerous fruit and flower sellers. ,

A Bust of Cardinal Manning. 


Mr. Basil Gotto, the well-known sculp- 
tor, who has completed a bust of Cardinal 
Manning. for Harrow School, of which he 
himself is an “old boy,’ is the son of the 
late Mr. Henry J. Gotto, of St. Albans, 
England, and while at Harrow carried off 
the school drawing prize in 1888. 

Mr. Gotto later studied art at Paris 
and at the Royal Academy School in Lon- 
don, and in 1890 was elected Landseer 
Scholar. He first exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1892, and since 1899 has been 
a regular contributor to the annual exhi- 
bitions. 

During the South African War Mr. 
Gotto acted as war correspondent for a 
London newspaper, and in the late war he 
gave valuable services as Staff Officer for 
Musketry. He now resides at Twyford, 
near Winchester. 

Mr. Gotto is known by several notable 
pieces of sculpture, his best being 
‘* Bacchus,”’ ‘‘ The Beggar Man,” and the 
memorial to the Middlesex Yeomanry 
which is in St. Paul’s Cathedral. He was 
also entrusted with ‘‘ The Fighting New- 
foundlander,’’ which is the memorial for 
Newfoundland soldiers who fell in the war. 

Cardinal Manning went to Harrow 
School in the early years of last century, 
and closed his career there almost exactly 
a hundted years ago. The cost of the bust 
is being raised by Roman Catholic ‘“‘ old 
boys ” of the school, and it will be placed 
in the Memorial Hall.

A Theatrical Dublin Square. 


A recent reference to the ‘‘ old Queen's 
square’’ off Brunswick (now Pearse) street 
recalls to a correspondent a fact mos 
interesting to all Dublin theatre-goers, 
namely—that time was, in a generation 
save in the memories of 
veterans, when that same square was the 
centre of theatrical life in Dublin. It 
was at one time the home of a large 
number of the notable actors, actresses 
and artists who earlier lived here 
permanently, or who visited our city on 
occasion. 

The at-one-time great actor, T. C. King 
who enjoyed enormous popularity, lived 
at No. 44, and, although he frequently 
travelled and “starred ” in England, he 
retained his interest in the house. The 
famous Harry Webb, the comedian, who, 
with his brother, was for a while the 
manager of the Queen’s Theatre, lived on 
the West side of the square. Henry 
Irving, on his first and somewhat discon- 
certing arrival here, to take up an engage- 
ment at the Queen’s, lived here. At No. 
45, on the East side, poor Charlie Sullivan, 
the “one and only’’ Shaughraun, had his 
home. Sydney (afterwards Sir Squire) 
Bancroft lived in the square. Hayden 
Corri, at one time organist of the Pro- 
Cathedral, and Annie Parker, a gifted 
actress in these old days, were amongst 
the residents of Queen’s square. One 
should not forget, however, the name of 
Gustavus Brook, the Dublin tragedian, 
whose tragic death in mid-ocean on 
his way to America was made the subject 
of countless tributes for the bravery and 
devotion which he displayed. i 


Dr. Graves’s New Song Book. 


Dr. Alfred Perceval Graves, who, despite 
his advanced age of eighty-one years, is 
still an indefatigable worker, has added 
another to his many valuable books on 

music, and it will be 
published shortly 
with the title “The 
Celtic Song Book.’’ 
Dr. Graves is well 
qualified to deal with 
the subject of Celtic 
music, which he has 
i made a special study 
for a Jong period. It 
is now over half a 
= century since he pub- 
wee lished his ‘‘ Songs of 
em Killarney,” and this 
lS has been followed by 
RAVES. a comprehensive series 
of books covering

Dr. Graves, who is the son of a former 
Bishop of Limerick, and one time Dean 
of the Chapel Royal, is also busily engaged 
in writing his reminiscences, and at a 
recent meeting of the Irish Literary 
Society in London the members were 
privileged to hear Dr. Crone read the 
second chapter of the book. 


A Table Delicacy Disappears. 


Now that it has been declared illegal to 
purvey plovers’ eggs it is to be hoped that 
the preservation of the plover, or lapwing, 
which was threatened with extinction, 1s 
assured ; for it is a most useful destroyer 
of insect pests, and, therefore, greatly 
beloved of the knowledgeable farmer. 

Formerly plovers’ eggs were regarded as 
a great delicacy. by epicures. In fact, I 
have known them to appear in menus at 
the price of 2s. 6d. each. Last year some 
of the leading hotels and restaurants took

sentations of the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds. But this year Lord 
Buckmaster’s Protection of Lapwings Act 
rendered the sale of these eggs illegal. 
Accordingly the plovers have had a peace- 
ful and happy nesting period, undisturbed 
by any ruthless raiders. 


Migratory Sea Birds. 


A Wexford correspondent tells me that 
during the past few weeks he has been con- 
siderably interested in observ! ig the flocks 
of redshanks, sandpipers and sea-sni 
which are at present nesting on the slob- 
lands and grass-covered sandbanks which 
adjoin Wexford Harbour. These are pretty 
little birds, and they are very fleet of foot, 
as they race along the shore in their search 
for food, 

They usually migrate at the end of the 
Autumn, though I understand that the 
redshanks may be found in some sheltered 
districts of Ireland all the year round.

MOST FAMOUS LIBRARY. 
—wwwww 
50,000 VOLUMES EVERY 
YEAR. | 
—_——— 
(By H. HORTON HOLLINGWORTH.) 
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Reading new books is like eating new 
bread.—Lowell. a 
‘TB world’s most famous library— 
the Bodleian at Oxford — is 
choked with books. 
various —buil 
mandeered, into which the ever-expand- 
ing river of reading may empty 
itself. Now the University authorities are 
faced with a grave problem. How shall 
they house 50,000 new books every year? 
A subterranean library, made in recent 
years, is rapidly filling, and it appears 
how that another large building, capable 
of taking a century’s supply (five million), 
will have to be erected in the Univerzity 
Parks. 

At the present time the library holds 
not quite half this amount of books 
(2,000,000), occupying twenty-six miles oí 
shelving space. In the buildings taken 
over in the last sixty years the cases, 
heavily packed, are jammed together and 
run on tram-lines, requiring 4 surprising 
minimum of strength to pull them out. 
The library contains, of course, all modern 
books and periodicals, from a thesis by a 
doctor of philosophy at Leipzig to a child’s 
comic paper or “ Old Moore’s Almanack.’’ 
The Library Catalogue alone fills eighty 
heavy volumes. 


The famous old Library, and a succes- 
sion of Bodley’s Librarians, could tell you 
many an _ interesti story concerning 
galleries and funny little rooms hidden 
away, which contain priceless treasures of 
literature. One of them concerns our 
present King, who, eighteen years ago 
this month, came to the Throne. The 
incident of which I speak occurred when 
His Majesty was Prince of Wales, and it 
caused him to laugh heartily. 

A portion of. the library is the old 
Examination School, consisting of a three- 
storied quadrangle. The top storey is a 
picture gallery, but, between the pictures, 
books with wire netting over them crowd 
themselves in. The King had left the 
Queen and his party, and he and I were 
the only ones in the gallery. I bowed to 
his Royal Highness, and went on pretend- 
ing to examine books. I wanted to see 
what sort of volumes the Royal visitor 
was interested in. 

He was thoroughly enjoying himself; for 
King George has always been a devoted 
bibliophile. Presently he stopped and 
admired some eld bindings, putting his 
face quite close to them. While he was 
doing this, the old case of books suddenly 
swung out towards him, revealing a small 
room, and, while he stepped back to avoid 
them, E. W. Nicholson, Bodley’s 
Librarian, followed by Sir Charles (then 
Mr. C. W. C.) Oman, M.P., each carrying 
a tray of rare coins, dashed out, almost 
upsetting the Prince. 


“TOO INQUISITIVE.” 


Bodley’s Librarian swerved—he was an 
excitable man—and muttered some cross 
words, while some of his coins fell from 
his tray. Thereupon the Prince, who is a 
coin-lover as well as a stamp-lover, picked 
them up, remarking on their beauty. 
Then the Librarian and Mr. Oman 
recognised who it was. The Royal party, 
who were staying with the Dean of Christ 
Church, had paid an early morning 
surprise visit. to the library, taking the 
picture gallery first, so that both the 
numismatists were taken off their balance. 

It was then explained to H.R.H. that 
the wonderful bindings he had so much 
admired were merely stuck on thin stripes 
of wood, thus hiding the door of the coin 
room. “Well, we are three coin-lovers 
together,” said the Prince, “ but I really 
thought those books were going to assault 
me for being too inquisitive about them.”’ 


LOST BISHOP. 


On the second storey of the school’s 
quadrangle is the Auctarium. You can 
enter this storey by two means—a locked 
door, and round the other side a free 
entrance from the back stairs. On your 
journey round you will encounter one or 
two flights of stairs, either up or down. 
Dr. Stubbs, Bishop of Oxford, the famous 
historian, was exercising his right, as a 
curator, of wandering round, starting from 
the back way. Soon he found himself in 
the Auctarium, but could not get out, 
because the door was locked. Conse- 
quently he wandered back down-stairs, 
along the corridor full of book-cases, 
through a room and down-stairs again, 
until he was underneath that very coin 
room which had so much surprised the 
Prince, on the ground floor of the quad- 
rangle. 3 

Neither here could be get out; so he 
wandered back to the Auctarium, absent- 
mindedly examining Oriental books, and 
the Carte M.SS., peered into the Douce 
and Rawlinson collection, and finally lost 
himself. A little later the janitor was 
told that there was a loud banging on the 
stairs door, an@ that a gentleman was 
shouting “Let me out! T have to dine 
with Professor Max Muller. I tell you I 
must dine with Professor Max Muller! 
Will you come and release me, or must I 
burst the door down ?”’ 


It would require more than a dozen men 
to burst the Auctarium door, and how an 
elderly bishop was going to succeed I do 
not know. Finally, however, the janitor 
got the key, and the bishop was released, 
to his great relief. Another five minutes 
and he might have been locked in the 
building. As no lights are allowed in this 
older portion of the buildings, he would 
have spent a rather unpleasant time. 

His Lordship might have been even 
more bewildered had he been able to 
wander down into the underground book- 
store, which containg* lines and lines of 
rolling steel racks that, when full, will 
accommodate a million volumés. This 
underground chamber is one of the happy 
solutions of the Bodleian problem, because 
the vistas and amenities of the historic 
library have been left unimpaired. 


A WEALTH OF BOOKS. 


When Sir Thomas Bodley, exactly 330 
years ago, came to the rescue of the small’ 
library of Humphrey, Duke of Gloucester 
(brother of King enry V.), with 2,000 
volumes, he little dreamt how famous his 
foundation would become. To-day, besides 
its two million volumes, it houses rare 
M.SS., coins, prints, pictures, models, 
old laying cards, armour, papyrus, Guy 
Fawkes's lantern, the iron band that 
bound Cranmer to the stake, a chair made 
from Drake’s ship, the greatest collection 
of autographs in the world, the finest 
library of Shakespearian and Elizabethan 
dramatic literature, old music, rare Bibles 
and books belonging to Edward VI. (his 
exercise book), Queen Elizabeth and 
Shakespeare, with their signatures, 
besides a wealth of Sanscrit, Persian, 
Hebrew and other Orienta) M.SS. 

Its old iMuminated missals are un- 
rivalled, and for rare works and M.SS. it 
rivals, if it does not altogether surpass, 
the Vatican. The Bodleian existed long 
before the British Museum and other 
famous libraries. 

One of the chief reasons for the 
Bodleian’s expansion is the privilege

THE DUKE OF YORK DRAWS A 
CONTRAST. 


The Duke of York was the principal speaker 
at the Royal Institute of British Architects’ 
dinner last night in London. He took há 
audience on an imaginary walk throagh the 
West End of London, with its archit -ctural 
splendours, and then transported ther: to the 
squalor of districts south of the thames. 
His object was to emphasise the effect of 
“environment on the lives of the people. 

““Tmagine yourself taking two walks in 
London on successive days, he said. ‘‘ On 
the first day walk down from the Marble 
Arch, beside Park lane, not raising your eyes 
too high at any particular point. Pass Apsley 
House and the Hyde Park corner gates, look 
down the vista. of Piccadilly, and get a 
glimpse of the new work at the Circus end 
of Piccadilly. Then walk down St. James's 
street, with St. James’s Palace facing yon. 
Go down the steps to get the panorama of 
the Horse Guards, the Foreign Office, the 
India Office, and the rest; then on to the 
Embankment. Now stop and ask yourself 
what that walk has meant to you, awd what 
a treasure of history, of art, of national 
character you have been reviewing. You 
will be a Philistine, indeed, if you have not 
been thrilled by that glimpse of our National] 
Gallery of Architecture. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 

** Next day take another walk. Go to the 
Britannia, at Camden Town, or to the 
Elephant and Castle, and just go ahead for 
an hour through the streets in front of you. 
When you have made that pilgrimage, stop 
and reflect a moment on the wilderness of 
desolation through which you have passed, 
the miles of squalid, vulgar, ugly, shoddy 
stuff, without one scrap of beauty or bright- 
ness, one touch of imagination, one memory 
of history. Think of the waste of oppor- 
tunity that those miles of mean streets ingply. 
Think of the effect that they must have om 
the lives, on the imagination, on the outlook 
of those who are doomed to spend their days 
in such dreary surroundings. 

“ This Institute of yours stands for the 
art which is fighting against all this mass of 
dulness and ugliness, and which is demanding 
from the nation its fair chance of creating 
new beauty in our midst.”

AMENDMENT TO FIANNA FAIL’S

When the debate on Mr. de Valera’s 
motion to accept a petition. under Article 
48 of the Constitution calling for the 
removal of the oath of allegiance, was 
resumed in Dail Eireann last night, Pro- 
fessor W. E. Thrift appealed to the Op 
sition to abandon the anti-Treaty agita- 
tion and to concentrate their efforts on 
schemes for the benefit of the country. 

As an amendment to Mr. de Valgra’s 
motion, he proposed that the question of 
granting leave for the presentation of a 
petition should not be considered further 
until the Oireachtas had prescribed the 
procedure. to be adopted in connection 
with petitions under Article 48. 

Professor O'Sullivan, Minister for 
Edueation, said that the Government 
would adopt Professor Thrift’s amend- 
ment, but it would reserve its right to 
introduce legislation to remove Article 48 
from the Constitution at the earliest 
possible moment.

A HOLIDAY GRIEVANCE. 


Mr. JOHN GOOD (Independent, County 
Dublin) asked if the Minister was aware that 
in the City and County of Dublin the children 
of many families had to attend different 
national schools owing to overcrowding and 
other causes, and whether he would draw the 
attention of managers and teachers to those 
‘lings, and urge that school holidays should 
as far as possible synchronise, particularly in 
areas where overcrgwding prevailed. 

Professor O'SULLIVAN, the Minister for 
Education, said that he was aware that over- 
crowding existed in a number of the schools in 
Dublin, but he hoped that this would be 
relieved in the near future, when the work in 
connection with the building and reconstruc- 
tion of certain schools was completed. In all 
the circumstances he did not feel that he 
would be warranted in making representations 
io manegers on the lines suggested in the 
question. 

Mr. GOOD said that there was no doubt 
that a grievance existed, and he thought the 
Minister might make some efiort to meet it. 

BREAD FROM OVER THE BORDER. 

Mr. F. CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) asked the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce if he 
would institute inquiries into the state of the 
baking industry in those counties of the 
Saorstat adjoining the Border. in view of the 
fact that many bakers were idle owing to the 
huge importations of bread from the six 
countries. 

Mr. MeGILLIGAN said that ae was aware 
of the competition, but no repreS@ntations had 
heen receiyed in the Department from the 
bakers affected, who appeared to be meeting 
the competition effectively. Should any repre- 
sentations be received they would be given 
careful consideration 

Mr. CARNEY said that £500,000 worth of 
bread was brought in from the six counties 
every year. He believed the bakers were 
waitmg for the report of the Tariff Commis- 
sion on Flour before making any representa- 
tions. 

Mr, McGILLIGAN said that the deputy 
had doubled the amount of the imports. It 
was about a quarter of a million. e bakers 
on the Border were standing up to the com.

COURTS OF JUSTICE BILL. 
MITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister 


for Justice, moving the second reading of the 
Courts of Justiee Bill, 1928, said that the 
object. of the’ bill was to improve the Courts 
of Justice Act, 1924, in some ‘details, which 
were all of a somewhat technical 
character, since they dealt with matters 
procedure.

Captain REDMOND (N.L., Waterford) said 
that the proposed bill would not meet the re- 
quirements of the case.

It took away from an accused 
man rights and liberties within the Constitu.

In the first instance, cases were heard in 
the Circuit Courts, and then they had 
als. accumulating for months and months, 
when the appeals did come on they were 
heard from the notes of the stenographers. 
Really, in many instances it amounted to 
nothing short of a farce. More appeals were 
being ged, and in that way justice was 
eing frustrated, becanse the time had been 
great between the lodging of, and the hear- 
ing of the appeals.

With the Central Criminal Court fully occw- 
pied and with the number of appeals from 
the Circuit Courts, there were not sufficient 
judges sitting in the High Court. 
APPEAL COURTS POWERS. 
Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare), opposing 
the Bill, said that he could not imagine 
anybody bringing forward a Bill, which pre 
tended to be a Justice Bill, with Section 5 
in it. 
Sub-Section A meant that although the 
judges were convinced that the appeal should 
be @iven in favour of the appellant, they were 
at liberty to dismiss the appeal if no sub- 
stantial miscarriage of justice actually 
occurred. Under Sub-Section B the judges, 
instead of allowing or dismissing the appeal 
could substitute for the verdict of the jury 
a verdict of guilty of another offence, if the 
court thought that the jury was satisfied that 
the person was guilty of that agher offence. 
He thought that it was absurd to give power 
to the Appeal Court to say whit was im the 
minds of the jury. They were going to give 
the judges power to make deductions from 
the facts found by the jury. i 
If any case wae made out for the appomt- 
ment of additional District Justices, he d 
the necessity for a knowledge of Irish would 
not be lost sight of. 
“* UNWORKAGBLE.”’ 
Mr. VINCENT RICE, K.C. (Government, 
North Dublin),@supported the bill, bat said 
that he did not desire his vote to be taken 
as support of the system of the bill or the 
system of the Courts of Justice Act. In his 
opinion, and in the opinion of the whole legal 
profession, that Act and the present system 
were unworkable. He supported the bill 
because he presumed that it was brought for- 
ward in order to eee the present system a 
more complete tria 
Undoubtedly the work of the Circuit Courts 
was in arrear, and, if they were to carry on 
for any time under the present system, it was 
necessary that additional judges should be 
appointed. 
Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., North Mayo) 
agreed with Mr. de Valera’s criticism of 
Section 5. He complained of the delay and 
expense of appeals from the Circuit ts, 
and said that he could not see how the 
Minister could say that the system was satis- 
factory. 
Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 
with the exception of Section 5 there had 
been no attack made on the bill. They were 
not tied down to that bill or to any single 
detail in the Courts of Justice Act. All they 
were doing at present was giving the Act a 
fair trial. If after they had seen it working 
it was found deficient, they would alter, 
amend or vary it as experience showed

it should be altered, amended or varied. 
The system, however, should not be 
hastily scrappea until they had seen it 


working under rules that the persons who 
devised the system expected.

' ‘TRANSPORT AND HOUSING. 
Mr. W. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said 
that he believed that the solution of the 
general problem of transport in the céuntry 
would be provided by taking responsibility 
for the maintenance trunk and main roads 
from the local authonties and placing it on 
a central authority suc’ as the Local Go- 
verument or Industry and Commerce Depart- 
ments. He supported the suggestion that 
the Ministry should provide labourers’ 
cottages in rural areas where plots had 
been acquired for the purpose. 
He h that the Conference which was 
now sitting would bring the results hoped 
for, and that the money which was necessary 
for providing houses would be obtained for 
a much longer period than was possible under 
previous Acts. He asked the Minister to 
eall upon the medical officers of health to 
provide a return of the insanitary houses in 
the different urban and rural areas. 
Dr. WARD (F.F., Monaghan) said that 
unless drastic economy was exercised in the 
local administration, and in the Local Gé- 
vernment Department especially, the break- 
ing point would be reached for many mem- 
bers of the farming community. In- 
herited system of local government was en- 
tirely unsuited to the economic needs of the 
country. He criticised the working of the 
central purchasing system, which, he said, 
was all right in ry but in practice 
amounted to a fraud. 
Many of the articles supplied to local au- 
thorities were only rubbish. In the case of 
soap supplied in his area, it was not possible 
to use it for washing purposes, while in the 
case of whiskey supplied as a stimulant to 
local institutions, it was stated that it would 
be a danger to give it to patients. 
As regards the graats for road work, he 
Said that it was a matter which required 
explanation why £2 per mile was allowed in 
Meath while only £1 was allowed in 
Monaghan. 
Mr. A, HAZLETT (Ind., Monaghan) said 
that he would be in favour of the purchase 
of labourcrs’ cottages by the tenants if there 
was & provision in the purchase agreement 
to ensure that the cottages would be kept 
in repair. He did not want to see the 
cottages become derelict. One could not take 
up any newspaper without finding some con- 
demnation of the combined purchasing scheme 
in it. He agreed wit the principle of the 
scheme, but it had hot been made nearly 
water-tight. 
He welcomed the system of appointment 
by the Local Ean Commission, and 
on merit alone. There was a danger in trans- 
ferring the selection of candidates to local 
men, as the Local Appointments Commission 
sometimes did. It was not fair to a local 
solicitor or doctor or other person to ask 
him to make an appointment in his own 
parish. That was iinetie the thing down 
from the higher plane to the lower plane, 
for it meant the taking of appointments 
out of the hands of the elected representa- 
tives of the people and putting them into 
the hands of nominees. 
DONEGAL’S NEED. 
Mr. A. CASSIDY (Lab., Donegal) drew at- 
terition to the urgency of the rural housing 
problem, and particularly to the necessity 
for the erection of additional Jabourers’ 


cottages in Donegal. 
Mr. J. COBURN (N.L., Louth) said that it 


was a financial impossibility at the present 
poe to build houses which could be let to 
abourers at less than seven or eight shillings 
a week rent, and no labourer could afford 
to pay such a rent. He hoped that the 
Commission at present sitting would find 
some solution of the problem. He alleged 
that houses were at present being built and 
passed by Local Government Inspectors which 
were not of proper materials, and which were 
not fit for human habitation. He suggested 
that a scheme should be devised whereby 
tenants of labourers’ cottages and of houses 
in urban areas would be enabled to purchase 
their houses. 

Mr. EVERETT (Labour, Wicklow) said 
that long-term loans were wanted to build 
houses, and they should remodel their plans 
so as to erect smaller houses, the rents of 
which the workers could pay. Wicklow was 
'“the playground of Ireland "” for motorists, 
and the grant for roads in that ccunty ought 
to be increased, 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) referred to 
what he called a “black list ” which, be said, 
had been drawn up by the Appoin‘ments 
Commissioners, which no one knew about until 
a certain thing happened. 

Mr. MULCAHY—I have nothing to do with 
the Appointments Commissioners. 

President COSGRAVE—No such list ever 
existed except, perhaps, in the imagination of 
the deputy. 

The SPEAKER said that the question of 
the Appointments Commissioners could be 
raised on the Civil Service estimates, but not 
on the one under consideration. 

Mr. LITTLE said that he thought it would 

arise on the present estimate. He suggested 
that in the matter of child welfare the City 
Commissioners should be asked to vide 
playgrounds for the children, who had no 
place to play in but the streets.

The House resumed the debate on the 
motion by Mr. de Valera: “ That leave be 
given to present a petition prepared in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Article 48 of 


the Constitution.”’ @ 
RIFT (Independent, 


Professor W. 
Trinity College) moved to delete all the 
words after the word ‘‘ that,” and to substi- 
tute the words: “ The question of granting 
leave for the presentation of a petition pur- 
porting to be prepared in accordance with 
Article 48 of the Constitution be not further 
considered until the Oireachtas has pre- 
scribed the procedure to be adopted for the 
presentation of petitions contemplated in 
Article 48 of the Constitution.”’ 
He said that the motion introduced many 
difficulties, and as the debate went on these 
difficulties became more clear to him. His 
first impression was that the motion indicated 
a wish to proceed on constitutional lines in a 
constitutional way, and constitutional action 
taken in a constitutional way should be sup- 
ported by all who supported constitutional 
government. So long as Article 48 was an 
article of the Constitution and the Con - 
tion was in operation, it could not he 
by those who supported constitutionalism. 
e did not thi that he had heard that 
broposition con by any of the speakers 
on the Independent benches, and he thought, 
that, it ought to ve supported by all parties. 
He laid more stress on the words “ in con- 
stitutional operation ” than had been laid by 
previous speakers, and perhaps more than 
would be laid by various members of the 
House, perhaps even by some of the Inde- 
pendents. 
It seemed to him that sach operation of the 
Article must be in all its points constitutional. 
It must carry out the express action that was 
laid down in that Article, and it must carry 
it out in the method indicated in that Article 
and by the steps indicated by that Article. 
FOUR POINTS. | 
Professor THRIFT analysed Article 48, and 
dealt with four leading points. The first sén- 
tence of the Article was a clear definition of 
what was meant by “ the initiative.” The 
second part dealt with the petition, and that 
petition was simply one for the formulation 
of provisions by which the initiative could be 
worked. The third point was that it was 
only when the question of the initiative had 
been decided that the question of the pro- 
posals could be considered. 
Looking at Deputy de Valera’s motion, it

LARGER DIFFICULTY. 
The next difficulty was a still larger 
difficulty: whether it was possible to use 
that Article of the Constitution to subvert 
the Constitution and to introduce under an 
Article of the Constitution an anti-Treaty 
proposal. That was the big difficulty 
raised by the motion of Deputy de Valera. 
It raised the question: What is the Con- 
stitution’ The Articles of the Constitution 
only had validity because of the Constitution 
Act. They were limited and controlled by 
Section 2 of that Act, and it was im- 
ible to consider the Constitution as 
aving validity at all apart from the Con- 
stitution Act which gave it force. 
The second section specifically stated that 
‘any law or amendment of the Constitution 
which was in any way repugnant to the 
Treaty should to that extent absolutely 
void and inoperative. . How was it possible 
to introduce an amendment of that Constitu- 
tion which was repugnant to the Treaty? 
(Hear, hear.) Even if such an amendment 
were carried out by referendum, how could 
it have any force whatever in view of the 
fact that it was: controlled by Section 2, 
which said that it was void and inoperative? 
He would suggest that if the Oireachtas 
were to set itself about the formulation of 
proposals for the initiative it would be bound 
in the formulation of those proposals to make 
such provision as would make it impossible 
to introduce under the initiative any amend- 
ment which would be contrary to the terms of 
the Treaty. It seemed to him to be absolutely 
clear that those who wanted to bring about 
a change in the Treaty could not hope to 
proceed by means of the initiative; that the 
only way in which euclt a change could be 
introduced would be by the direct method of 
an Act of the Oireachtas declaring that they 
were no longer going to be bound by the 
terms of the Treaty. 
AN APPEAL. 
He would appeal not alone to deputies, but 
to the country, for a cessation, for a time at 
least, of this anti-Treaty agitation. (Hear, 
hear.) It was true, no doubt, that that would 
mean for many the holding up of the fulfil- 
ment of ideals that they held : Aine but if so, 
did not the acceptance of the Treaty mean for 
many, perhaps for more, the giving up of 
their views, their hopes, their ideals, too. 
They sacrificed those in order that they might 
join with the majority of their countrymen 
in the hope that a measure of unity might 
be obtained and that both together might 
live in peace and prosperity. (Hear, hear.) 
Those who had made those sacrifices had 
loyally attempted to carry out what they had 
set out to do. They had co-operated and had 
done all that in them lay to make that 
co-operation effective, and had supported all 
attempts to bring prosperity and peace to the 
country. 
Was it worth while to take away a plank 
on which such a measure of unity had been 
attaineu? Was it worth while to put every- 
thing into the melting ; ot again, to set those 
who had joined together adrift, and to bring 
them back again to the stage when they were 
all taking different lines? 
““ Are there not,” he said, “ enough things 
calling for us all to come together? Are there 
not hundreds of problems waiting for us to 
work on? Are there not unemployed calling 
for employment’? Are there not thousands living 
in poor dwellings which appeal to us to use 
our minds to see how we can make things 
better for them, instead of wasting our time 
upon what are, after all, theoretic points? 
WHAT GOOD WILL IT DO? 
“There are hundreds of things which we 
might be spending our brains on, and can 
not we for a time set aside further talk 
about the Treaty? - What good will it do to 
put everything in the melting pot and smash 
hopes of unity throughout the country? Can 
we not try to work for unity everywhere In 
the country, and see how things will work? 
Perhaps I am too optimistic in hoping that, 
even at the eleventh hour, some seach thought 
may prevail, and that it may seem to us all 
that it is more patriotic to put aside our 
hopes of satisfying all our ideals; more 
patriotic to strive if we cammot work better 
together to do the things urgently wanted 
throughout the whole country.” 
His amendment was confined simply to 
setting up of the means of presenting a peti- 
tion. If a petition was prepared and pre- 
sented constitutionally, Deputy de Valera’s 
motion was unnecessary, and the passing of 
the motion would not leave them one .step 
neared, even if the petition was prepared 
constitutionally. The only way in which a 
petition could be prepared and presented 
constitutionally was when the Oireachtas had 
decided how it was to be prepared and pre- 
sented, and to whom. So long as Article 
48 remained in the Constitution, the first 
thing to do was for the Oireachtas to de- 
cide how a petition was to be prepared and 
presented, and for that purpose he moved his 


amendment. 
WELCOMED. 

Mr. J. F. O'HANLON (Ind., Cavan) said 
that he agreed with Professor Thrift, and 
welcomed his amendment, which brought 
back the House to a sense of dignity in 
dealing with that large and important 
question. On one side they had an 
attempt corstitutionally to smash the Con- 
stitution, and on the other side an attempt 
unconstitutionally to misuse the Constitution. 
That House should not attempt to amend the 
‘Constitution by “tricks or quibbles, but to do 
it in a dignified manner. He united with 
Professor Thrift in his appeal. If they were 
serious in doing anything for the country, 
there was a constitutional way of doing it, 
Mr. HUGH LAW (Government, Donegal) 
said that he hoped the Government would see 
its way to accept the amendment moved by 
Professor Thrift. It offered a dignified and a 
better way. 

ACCEPTED. 
Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN (Minister for 
Education) said thaí so far as the motion was 
concerned he could not take seriously the 
suggestion by Deputy Lemass that they were 
merely discussing the abstract ca tors | that 
it was a good thing to receive a petition if 
it was in accordance with Article 48 of the 
Constitution. He took it that what they were 
discussing was that a petition should be re- 
ceived—namely, the petition described and 
read by Deputy de Valera in his opening 
speech. Except for what they were told, they 
did not know what was in the petition. They 
were told that it asked them to deal with 
two things—to set up the machinery to put 
what was called the initiative into operation, 
and also to do that with a view of getting rid 
of Article 17. 
‘“‘Our attitude,” he said, “has been very 
clearly indicated. Our attitude towards 
Article 48 is one thing, and our attitude 
towards the petition, which is claimed to be 
prepared under that article, and which we 
claim is not under that article, is an entirely 
different thiag.”’ 
It might be asked why they should be 
called upon to state their attitude towards 


the petition and also towards Article 
48. If they did not do so, and then 
they proceeded to introduce a bill— 


as they were prepared to do—to remove that 
Article from the Constitution, he could easily 
silent on that Article when that particular 
motion was being discussed. It was the duty 
of the Government to make clear their atti- 
tude, not merely towards the petition, but 
towards Article 48. Their attitude towards 
both was strictly constitutional and with full 
respect to the Constitution. The suggestion 
that the contrary was the case was only 
possible when people confused their attitude 
towards these two very different matters. 
TWO-FOLD. 

““ Article 48,’’ he declared, “is a two-fold 
one. It is portion of the Constitution, and 
as it remains it must be honoured. (Hear, 
hear.) But we are fully within our rights 
in moving for he deletion of that Article. 
(Hear, hear.) So long as that Article is in 
the Constitution it must be honoured; but 
equally any party in the House is entitled 
to move for the deletion of that Article.”

purported to be in accordance with Article 
48? They denied that it was in accordance 
with that Article, and as long as they believed 
that it was not possible for them to vote 
for the motion to accept the petition. 

He believed that from the start the petition 
was vitiated by the fact that it put á! sr the 
people a confused issue, and by doing so it 
destroyed the whole idea of the initiative. 

Deputy de Valera had not taken the 
ordimary precautions to bring his petition 
within the four walls of the Constitation, 
and by what process of reasoning were they 
bound to help him out of his difficulty? 
Surely deputies on the other side knew well 
that imternational agreements could not be 
abrogated in that way. It could be altered 
in either of two ways—by negotiation be- 
tween the parties or by denunciation. 

THE STRAIGHT WAY. 
_ Apart from that, it was more manly, more 
in keeping with the dignity of the Dail and 
the nation, to face the issne clearly and 
straightly, and to call for the denuficiation 
of the Treaty, and not try to do it by a 
side-wind. 

When the people made up their minds to 

repudiate the Nreaty, or a fundamental 
article of the Treaty, he hoped that there 
would be no indefiniteness on their part, 
or on the part of the people who advised 
that particular policy.

The United. States Government has 
invited all the Powers to come together 
in a multilateral pact for the renuncia- 
tion of war. In the nature of things such 
a pact can embody only a broad statement 
of principle, and on this understanding 
tue British Government has accepted tha 
American proposal. Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, when signifying this acceptance, 
was careful ‘to tell Washington that his 
Government could not endorse the pact 
“otherwise than jointly and simul- 
taneously with ‘His Majesty’s Govern- 
ments in the Dominions and the Govern- 
ment of India.” He had ascertained, 
however, that these Governments al] were 
in cordial agreement with the general 
principle of the proposed agreement, and 
he added: ‘‘I feel confident, therefore, 
that, on receipt of an invitation to parti- 
cipate in the conclusion of such a treaty, 
they, no less than His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in Great Britain, will be prepared to 
accept the invitation.’’ The British reply 
has satisfied the United States, and Mr. 
Kellogg has made prompt arrangements 
to communicate with the Dominion 


»Governments—directly with Canada and 


the Irish Free State, who have exchanged 
Ministers with Washington, and through 
London in the cases of the otber 
Dominions. It is in these circumstances 
that Mr. de Valera seeks to throw dark 
suspicions on the quality of the Free 
State’s constitutional freedom. His 
question in Ddil Eireann yesterday—for 
which the Speaker rightly refused a plea 
oi ‘‘ urgency '—seemed to suggest that the 
Free State Government had not been con- 
sulted concerning Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s reply to Washington. The persistent 
display of the working of Mr. de Valera’s 
“ inferiority complex’’ begins to be not 
merely painful, but ridiculous. Sir 


. Austen’s assurance that all the Dominions 


had been taken fully into counsel was so 
cléar that the confirmation which Mr. de 
Valera demanded yesterday would have 
been almost an insult. We are glad that 
President Cosgrave’s Government has 
endorsed the> pact and so has helped the 
cause of international peace. On the other 
hand, the Free State, in refusing her 
assent, would have been wholly within her 
rights as an independent unit of the 
Empire. 

This case of the American’ pact is the 
latest illusthhtion of the British Govern- 
ment’s perfect loyalty to the terms of the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty. Yet the people of 
the Free State remain, on the whole, 
ignorant, or careless, of the change which 
their new ‘freedom has wrought in the 
national fortunes. Surely the time has 
come for an adjustment of their eyes to

Under the Sea. 


Explorers need not sigh for fresh planets 
to conquer so long as the greater part of 
‘‘this terrestrial sphere’’ remains un- 
known to man. It is true that the North 
and the South Poles have been reached, 
that the great deserts all have been crossed 
and the tropical jungles explored. 
Travellers yet may discover those wonder- 
ful cities in Central Africa which hitherto 
have eluded all of them except Mr. Alan 
Quartermain. There are few blank spaces 
now on our land maps, but we still know 
very little of the ocean, which, roughly, 
covers five-sevenths of the earth’s surface. 
Dr. William Beebe, an American man of 
science, hopes to make an attempt to fill 
this gap in our knowledge. If he succeeds 
in obtaining glass strong enough to with- 
stand a deep-sea pressure, he will descend 
a mile beneath the surface in a cylinder, 
equipped with a means of supplying 
oxygen, and with light to penetrate the 
gloom. He proposes to make the descent 
only a few hours’ journey from New York ; 
but this proximity to a great city makes 
no difference to the strange forms of life 
which exist far beneath the ocean. Dr. 
Beebe’s cylinder will be “the first that 
ever burst into that silent sea.” If this 


experiment is achieved successfully, we 
may expect important additions to 
zoological knowledge before very bite

Greek Types. 


The study of racial origins and racial 
characteristics is of great interest. Two 
or more peoples mixing together, under 
certain conditions. of geography and 
climate, form a new people who play a 
great part in the world’s history. A racial 
mixture elsewhere, under slightly different 
conditions, may be comparatively un- 
distinguished. By common agreement the 
ancient Greeks were the greatest race that 
yet has lived in the world, not only in 
literature and in the arts, but in physical 
characteristics also, if we may judge from 
their sculpture. Professor J. L. Myres, 
in a paper which he read before the Royal 
Anthropological Institute on Tuesday, 
pointed out that the population of Crete 
and of the islands of the Greek 
Archipelago already was mixed at the 
beginning of the Bronze Age. The two 
primary ingredients were the brunette, 
long-headed “ Mediterranean” type, and 
the broad-built “Alpine” type, from the 
mountainous regions of South-Eastern 
Europe. Both types may be stadied in 
Greek vase-painting and sculpture— 
especially in representations of bald men 
and in contrasted types of beard. The 
practice which rendered the hair by gold, 
or by red paint, on statues proved that 
auburn and golden hair were frequent. 
It has been claimed that a blond type was 
introduced into Greece after the Dorian 
invasion, but, according to tradition, the 
heroes of the Trojan War were blond. 
Even in the fifth century s.c. not all 
Greeks physically were of the “Greek 
type.” Socrates was low-browed and 
snub-nosed : it is well known that he was 
one of the ugliest, as well as one of the 
wisest and kindest, of men. Professor 
Myres advanced the interesting theory 
that the “Greek type” predominantly 
was “a regional ideal, seldom fully 
realised, except during the great age of 
Greece.” Byron’s vision of the mountains 
looking on Marathon, and “Marathon on 
the sea,” therefore, was highly appro- 
priate; for it was those mountains and 
that sea which did most to inspire “the 
glory that was Greece,”

The composition of the tribunal to 
inquire into the action of the police in 
taking Miss Savidge to Scotland Yard 
was generally regarded hy members of the 
House of Commons as satisfactory 
although several incline to the view that 
there ought to have been a woman member. 
Lord Justice Eldon Bankes is looked upon 
| as an excéllent and satisfactory choice for 
‘chairman, while Mr. J. J. Withers, the 
(‘onservative member for Cambridge, was 
virtually the selection of. the Conservative 
Party, as Mr. Lees-Smith, the Labour 
member for Keighly, was the choice of the 
Socialists. Satisfaction also was expresse:| 
that the Treasury had agreed to pay all 
reasonable and .proper expenses incurred 
by Miss Savidge in connection with the 
inquiry. ‘These will be heavy, however; 
for Miss Savidge wil] be represented by 
two of the finest lawyers of the day. Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks concluded his 
announcement by an appeal to people to 
suspend judgment now that there was a 
clear-cut issue concerning the action of the 
police. The appointment of this tribunal] 
is an indication that the private member 
of the House of Commons has not alto- 
gether Jost his power ; for, had the Govern. 
ment not bowed to the demand for invest 
gation, it would have run a grave risk of 
defeat in the division lobbies. 


Poison Gas. 


Sir Austen Chamberlain was unable to 
give a definite answer in response to a 
question : this afternoon regarding the 
poison gas accident in Hamburg; but I 
understand that the question will be 
brought forward at the next meeting of 
the League of Nations, more particularly 
with a view to ascertaining if the existing 
law regarding the use and manufacture of 
poison gas is being sufficiently enforced. 
It is expected that, in the absence of a 
satisfactory explanation, the Council of 
the League wil! call for a full investiga- 
tion and report, and on receipt of tha 
later will decide what action, if any, may 
be necessary. 


A Glasgow-Belfast Air Line. 


Months ago mention was made of an 
interesting project for a private air service 
bet ween lasgow and Belfast. The 
fascination of this enterprise, apart from 
the quick communication promised, lies in 
the fact that it would be the only private 
‘‘taxi’’ air lime in the world, and that it 
might develop important ramifications 
Though the Air Ministry is more than 
favourable to the proposal, nothing in the 
shape of Government subsidy is available 
unless on the postal side, and some delay 
has occurred over the question of a suit- 
able and adequate Glasgow aerodrome as 
terminus. The advantages of flying 
facilities between Scotland and Ireland, 
however, are so obvious that one is inclined 
to accept the statement about its being 
sériously pressed forward. 


Chelsea Flower Show. 


The crowds at the Chelsea Flower Show 
to-day were wonderful. It rained steadily 
from early morning throughout the day, 
but the crowds easily constituted a 
‘“vecord.’’ “By midday the. gardens were 


difficult to move about in the open as it 
was in the closely crowded tents. Irish 
exhibitors did very well. The Donard 
Nursery Company secured a silver cup for 
an exhibit of shrubs, while Messrs. 
Alexander Dickson and-Sons were given a 
silver-gilt Banksian medal for a magni- 
ficent display of sweet peas. Messrs. 
Reamsbottom and Company. took a Bank- 
sian medal for a fine display of St. Brigid 
anemones. A silver Banksian medal was 
awarded to Messrs. Watson and Sons, of 
Killiney, Co. Dublin, for an exhibition of 
new brooms. This firm also secured the 
‘much coveted award of merit for its new 
hardy broom, “Lady Moore,’’ raised at 
Killiney ‘Nurseries and exhibited for the 
first time. It is named after the wife of 
Sir Frederick Moore, lately Keeper of the 
Botanic Gardens at Glasnevin. The King 
and Queen, during their tour yesterday, 
stopped and talked to Mr. Watson, whom 
the Queen told that the brooms they had 
from Killiney had done very well.

The Plight of Agriculture.

The reso- 
lution passed by a large gathering held in 
London of Hertfordshire men and women 
declared that the prospects are becoming 
so serious that, unless remedied, they must 
lead agriculture to disaster and the entire 
nation to heavy loss, and expressed the 
hope that a great national conference of 
all political parties will be arranged to 
discuss a permanent settlement of the 
agricultural question. 


Motor Insurance. 


Motor insurance companies are some- 
what disturbed with regard to the effect that 
the Compuisory Insurance (Third Party) 
Bill, now before the Commons, may have 
upon them. Efforts to enable the measure 
to become law ax from January Ist next 
may prove successful, and it will be com- 
pulsory for all motorists to insure them- 
selves against third party risks. It 
appears that a great number of motor car 
owners are insured against such risks, but 
there are many motor cyclists who have 
not insured at all, simply because the 
companies will not accept them. A 
London insurance expert remarked to-day 
that Parliament might say that certain 
people must be insured, but that there is 
nothing in the proposed bill to compel 
companies to accept such business. The 
solution is for the State to set up its own 
scheme, and, should this be done,’ it would 
mean a reduction in the rates all round.

100 GIRLS. IN FACTORY 


FIRE PERIL.

ESCAPE BY . WINDOWS. 

A hundred girls on the top floor ofa 
six-storey: building were involved in a 
thrilling fire drama at Manchester yester- 

ay. All escaped, but for: some time 
they were in serious danger. 

The premises were those of Messrs. W. 
and H. Pownall, Ltd., clothing manufac- 
turers, Stockport road, and the full 
strength of the Manchester Fire- Brigade 
was required to deal with the outbreak, 
which was centred in- buildings with a 
frontage of 200 yards. One of the build- 
‘ings was only three years old. Occupants 
of adjoining shops and houses were com- 
pelled to get out of range, and some had 
their faces scorched. 

The roof of the factory. soon fell in, 
and portions of the walls and large stocks 
of cloth were also destroyed.

In ve State ae yesterday Mr. 
Couni proposed a resolution, in which 
the Government was requested 

“to consider the advisability of grant-. 

ing a subsidy to the owners of fat 

cattle raised im the Irish Free State 
and slaughtered in the months of 
. March, April, May and June in each 
year for export therefrom, and produc- 
ing not less than 56 per cent. of their 
live weight when weighed under usual 
trade conditions: the subsidy to com- 

mence in 1929, and to continue for a 

riod of five years.”’ 

e said he was confident that, if the pro- 
posals in the resolution became law, they 
would have a far-reaching effect on the pros- 

rity of the country’s agricultural industry. 
The subsidy he am — mean more 
tillage, more employment and more people 
working on the land. It would also mean 
the production of more cattle for export, and 
would tend to reduce the adverse trade 
balance. 

The Free State had the largest and best 
supply of store cattle of any country of its 
size in the world, and all that they required 
was some encouragement to produce the 
finished article at home and not export it all 
to Great Britain. 

” DAIRY COWS. 

Last year they had an increase of 50,000 
dairy cows in the Free -State, and the 
tendency was further to increase that number ; 
and, unless they adopted methods of market- 
ing their cattle at an earlier maturity, there 
would be a danger of over-production. From 
the Government view it was essential that 
the dairying industry should be encouraged 
and fostered, and that, farmers shonld sel! 
their young stock at remunerative prices. 

His ar ET would encourage producers to 
improve the standard of their fat stock, and 
alsoeto retain a numbér of their best cattle 
and finish them, instead of shipping them all 
E. the mag! Etta to be s 

re. y had well- pee 
the slaughter of cattle om ex 
meat in heda, Dundalk, Dablin, Wexford, 
Waterford, Cork, ‘Iralee, Limerick and 
Castlebar, and when they were working those 
factories must give a considerable amount of 
employment.

_ What Mr. Counihan sought to do was to 
induce farmers to buy cattle when they were 
cheap, feed them on the produce of the 
country, and place them on the market when 
they were dear. The fundamental principle 
that Mr. Counihan brought before the Senate 
and the country was that they must do 
everything they could, whether by subsidy or 
anything else, to foster the farming 
industry. 

If the farmers were prosperous, labour 
would benefit, the carrying compenies would 
benefit, and every single copper spent in a 
subsidy to the farmers would come back to 
the country. 

‘Mr, Bennett opposed the motion. To 
whom, he asked, .would the cattle belong 
when they were slaughtered? He main- 
tained that the who slaughtered them 
would own them, and the "subsidy 
would go into the pocket of the slaughterer 
and not to the farmer. ‘There was not a 
single suggestion of the retention of by- 
products in the motion, and he maintained 
that they would continue to be exported as 
well as the carcases.

THE GRADING OF FARM

Mr. 8. Kyle t) moved a reduction in 
the estimate £1, as a protest against 
the proposal of the Ministry to pay £1,300 
to the Ulster Farmers’ Union, This organisa- 
tion, he said, consisted of farmers who were 
very well able to support their own trade 
union. This grant was one which no coun- 
try in the world, except their own, would 
eh to justify. The trade union that he 
represented might as well ask for a grant 
because it was holding meetings of an edu- 
cational character. "Fle suggested that the 
Ministry could use the money to better ad- 
vantage establishing an experimental farm 
to grow , and set up a central retting 
— with the new machinery now available 
or retting purposes. 

He ‘also referred to the. high transport 
charges for produce from Northern Ireland. 
He stated that apples could be brought from 
New York or Boston to any rá of the 
United Kingdom for ós. Gd. per barrel, while 
the cost of bringing apples from Co. Armagh 
to London was 4s. bd. per barrel. Again, 
the cost of bringing eggs from Enniskillen to 
Liv was 65s. per ton, agaisah a charge 
from ' burg to Liverpool of 50s. p= ton. 

Proceeding, he said that small holders 
were a greater proportion of the tillers of the 
land in Northern Ireland than in the Free 
State or Great Britain, and the Department 
of Agriculture should be made more easil 
accessible to the small farmers, not aan « 
the Farmers’ Union, which was largely a 
political organisation, and existed to bolster 
up the Government in any action that it 
might think fit to do, however wrong it 
might be, but through the Department of 
Agriculture itself. 

DEFENCE OF THE FARMERS. 

Mr. Monk (U.) refuted the suggestion that 
the Farmers’ Union was subservient to the 
Government. It was true that the Farmers’ 
Union supported the Government's policy, 
but only when, after consideration and in- 
vestigation, they had decided that the 
measures were in the best interest of agri- 
culture. They had not hesitated as occasion 
arose both to criticise and oppose, and as a 
result of their representations not a few 
amendments were secured to the agricultural 
policy which they regarded as essential. 
‘They had not,” he declared, “bellowed 
from ee cáin like Bulls of Bashan, 
but they been able to do some good in 
other ways without breathing out fire and 
slaughter.” (Laughter.) 

There was, he continued, a world shortage 
of beef and mutton. Canada was sending its 
surplus stock into the United States, while 
other circumstances contributed to the 
shortage. In the Argentine a ‘beef war” 
raged for a long time between rival concerns, 
and that depressed prices for cattle, with the 
result that cattle raisers had allowed stocks to 
go down. The Continent was now taking 
coarse meat from the Argentine, and all the 
circumstances pointed to the faet that there 
was a better time in store for stock raisers 
in this country. He also urged a reduction 
in all-th h rates for agriculture from 
Northern Ireland to centres in Great Britain. 

The one bright spot, he said, is cattle pre- 
ductton, and if in Northern Ireland they pro- 
duce the best. milk cows and the best beef 
cattle there will he a large and growing 
market for many years in Great Britain. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Minister of Agriculture (the Right 
Hon. E. M. cere | pointed out that flax- 
growing experiments had been going on for 
many years, and they had produced a number 
of pedigree strains of flax seed. The Govern- 
ment could not undertake the establishment 
of central retting plants, and, in any event, 
these would mor, much good to the farmers 
owing to the cost of transporting the flax 
to them. He emphasised the value of grading 
of all produce. Owing to a difficulty in 
regard to the interpretation of the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act, 1920, the Northern 
Government had not been able to bring in 
legislation on the subject of grading, although 
almost every Farmers’ Union and Fruit 
Growers’ Association in the country had been 
requesting the Government for some time to 
introduce compulsory grading of all produce. 

Unless they graded potatoes and other pro. 
duce they could not get the highest prices in 
England, and some large merchants in Great 
Britain had threatened not to take the 
Northern potatoes owing to the bad grading 
and packing. The Government was endeavour- 
ing to build up a good trade in the export of 
seed potatoes 


The amendment was defeated by 22 votes 
to 12, and the Agricultural Department esti- 
mate was passed. 


HOME AFFAIRS ESTIMATE. 

On the report stage of the Ministry of 
Home Affairs estimate, Mr. McMullan 
(Labour) pointed out that the Belfast Water 
Commissioners agreed to pay. half the cost of 
special protection and only paid £140, instead 
of between £2,000 and £3,000. He also com 
plained of the laxity in regard to the stores 
for the Royal Ulster Constabulary, as revealed 
in the last report of the Public Accounts 
Committee. If the Ministry adopted nore 
businesslike methods seventy-five per cent. of 
the time of the Public Accounts Commattee 
would not be occupied by the activities of 
the Ministry. He moved a reduction of 
£1,000 in the estimate. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) referred. to what he 
described as a disgraceful and disgusting ex- 
ample of exploitation where houses had been 
built with the aid of the Government sub- 
sidy with rotten material and were now 
crumbling down. 

Mr. Hanna (Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs) said that an equit- 
able arrangement had been come to in regard 
to the protection of the waterworks. He was 
making inquiries into the statements in 
regard to the allegations of bad materials 
being put into houses. 

THE COST OF LAW AND ORDER. 

Mr. C. Healy (Nationalist) said that it 
ought to be possible to preserve law and 
order at a lesser cost than £1,000,000. He 

rotested against the employment of so many 

wyers in the Ministry. More attention 

should be given to reformatory treatment. 
The problem of the habitual prisoner must 
be tackled by the Home Office, for many 
criminala spent their bves going in and out 
of prison.

NORTHERN SENATE 


SENATORS AND THREATEN- 
ING LETTERS. 


In the Northern Senate, Viscount 
Massereene and Ferrard moved the second 
reading of the Civil Authorities (Special 
Powers) Bill. He said that the Government 
had satisfied themselves that it would be 
necessary to continue this measure for 
another period of five years. The Govern- 
ment was not yet satisfied that the mal- 
contents in their community had learnt the 
lesson that Ulster would pot stand for 
further outbreaks of disorder, while it was 
considered desirable to let evil-doers realise 
that for the next five years it wonld be im- 
possible for them to re-commence their 
dangerous activities. 

Senator Dorman (Labour) said. that in the 
present measure Parliament wished to place 
in the hands of the Minister of Home Affairs 
a power which should not be given to any 
Minister, and a power which he could use 
against any party with which he did not 
agree. The Senator referred to the enmity 
which had existed at a time when party feel- 
ing had run high, and said that he had had 
letters threatening to shoot him if he ever 
took his place in the Senate. 

Senator J. Cunningham declared that Mr.

FIRST MEETING OF NEW 
ASSOCIATION.

VALUABLE WORK. 


Mr. W. H. M. Cobbe (Chairman), pre- 
siding at the first statutory meeting of the 
Irish Sugar Beet Growers’ Association, L4d., 
held yesterday in the Town Hall, Carlow, 
reviewed the work that had been done by the 
Associatiag. 

VALUE OF THE ASSOCIATION. _ 

As to the value of the Association, he said

Growers’ Association, and the sooner 

Beet Growers’ Association takes full charge 
of the position ths better for everybody con- 
cerned. It is an efficient Association, and. 
it has done a tremendous amount of good 
work. They have made the tareing arrange- 
ments and the testing arrangements water- 
tight.”’ 

The Society was registered as a limited 
company, the Chairman added, in which each 
grower is entitled to apply for a share for 
every acre of beet that he has contracted to 
grow annually. The value of the shares is 
5s., and there is no call for cash payments, 
as they will be paid up by allocations from 
time to time from the surplus of members’ 
contributions, which the factory deducts from 
their beet account which, according to the 
rules of the Society, can never exceed 4d. per 
ton, and would probably be less when the 
Society was firmly established. 


GOOD WORK. 

The Standing Committee held 54 meetings 
during the period investigated and dealt with 
over 5,000 letters and complaints from. mem- 
bers, had twelve conferences with the factory 
directors, resulting in agreement embodying 
36 clauses dealing with all the important 
details, procedure in weighing, tareing, 
sampling, analysing, ete., of the beet crop; 
found that wagons in numerous mstances 
were wrongly ta®ed, and had them cor- 
rected; employed five supervisors the first 
season and nine last season to supervise and 
check growers’ deliveries of beet ; engaged an 
office staff and chemist. The salaries and 
wages paid on members’ behalf to April last 
amounted to over £1,100; the general ex- 
penses, including printing, posting and legal! 
advice and cost of registering the Society as 
a limited company was over £600. Their 
subscriptions during the period covered were 
over £3,000, leaving a surplus for share 
allocation and reserve and to carry the 
Society’s business until next campaign. 

The Society included 3,156 shareholders 
and 2,644 participating members, making a 
total of 94 per cent. of all the growers of 
beet for the factory. He wished to impress 
upon them the importance of getting every 
grower to become a shareholder. Now that 
the counties have been organised and 
branches formed there should be little or no 
difficulty in getting every ‘grower in their 
areas to join and make the Society a full 
100 per cent. The Committee and Society 
owed a deep debt of thanks to Mr. Keller, 
the téchnical adviser, for his services and 
advice to the Society. ‘Che Standing Com- 
mittee would have found it difficult, if not 
impossible, to deal satisfactorily with many 
of the technical probiems without his expert 
advice, always generously given. 

THE SUBSIDY. 

Concluding, the Chairman gave thanks to 
the directors of the factory for their generous 
donation of £100 to the Society, and for 
erecting and giving the office free of rent. 
He also wished to record their appreciation 


‘of the friendly manner in which the directors 


met the Society’s Committee on all occasions 
in conferences. and their recognition that a 
‘spirit of good-will was necessary to make 
the industry a s 


uccess. 
Referring to the beet industry and the Act 
overning it, he pointed out that it was 

pecifically laid down that in the first three 
vears the maximum subsidy of £24 10s. per 
ton would be paid on all sugar manufactured 
in Carlow—that was, to the Ist October 
1929. ‘The subsidy for the further period 
p to the Ist October, 1954, was reduced to 

$22 10s. per ton, and after that period to 
22 per ton for the rest of the term ; and, 

hat was: of great importance to growers, 

the amount to be paid was to be restricted 
to 10,000 toms of sugar per annum for the 
thro years’ crops 1929 and 1930. If this was 
not amended it would mean a reduced acreage 
of beet for these years amounting to two- 
thirds of the present contracted acreage. 
Growers should be careful nob to grow larger 
areas than they had contracts for. Should 
any grower exceed his contract, the factory 
ean refuse to take the excess, and the 
Society would have no power to intervene 1m 
matter. A jot of data had been compiled 

for the guidance of the new Committee ; they 
would confer with the factory and carrying

THE PRICE OF BEET. 

Mr. Hipwell asked would the curtailment 
of the subsidy next year reduce the price 
that the factory would pay for beet. 

The Chairman said that the new Committee 
would have that as one of the matters to be 
considered. it was not advisable to make 
any statements that day on the matter. A 
good deal of the subsidy had gone already, 
as the calculation of the Government had been 
upset by the large quantity of beet that had 
been grown. The calculation was based on 
5,000 acres, and 11,000 had been grown in 
the first year and 17,000 in the second year. 
If the orders made under the Act by the 
Minister for Agriculture were to be literally 
interpreted, it meant a reduction in the 
acreage. He was not, however, in a position 
to say what was going to be done in the 
matter.

LAW REPORTS. | 


QUESTION OF DOMICILE. 


AN INCOME TAX APPEAL 
FAILS. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 

MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The case of Captain R. H. Prior Wandes- 
forde against the Revenue Commissioners 
came ‘before the Conrt by way of appeal an 
a special case stated by the Commissioners 
St the special purposes of the Income Tax 

cts. 

Captain Wandesforde appealed for relief 
against an assessment on his income by the 
Revenue Commissioners, His claim was based 
on domicile and ordinary residence arising 
upon certain provisions and rules applicable 
to the Act, and was originally heard hy the 
Commissioners on October 19th, 1926, at 
Kilkenny, the appellant contending that le 
was not domiciled and not ordinarily resident 
in Saorstat Eireann from 1924 to 1926, during 
which he was assessed. The Commissioners 
stated that the appellant was born at Ros- 
sogue House, Co. Tipperary, and inherited 
property there. In addition he owned pro- 
perty in Yorkshire, England, and resided 
there from time to time, and also in the Free 
State. Another property which he possessed 
was at Castlecomer, Co. Kilkenny. Though 
a British subject, he declared that he was 
not domiciled in the Free State, having 
elected to be domiciled in England. The 
Commissioners found that Captain Wandes- 
forde was both domiciled and ordinarily resi- 
dent in Saorstat Eireann. Against this 
declaration he appealed, on the question of 
fact and law, for the opinion of the High 
Court, and the arguments of counsel were 
directed to those two points. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Poole (in- 
structed by Messrs. Franks and Oulton) ap- 
peared for the appellant; and Mr. McCann, 
K.C., Mr. Shannon, K.C., and Mr. E, J. 
Kelly (instructed by Mr. Bartholomew Col- 
lins, Revenue Solicitor) for the Revenue Com- 
missioners, the respondents. 


JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, giving the decision of 
the Court dismissing the appeal, remarked 
that the Commissioners did not apparently 
intend their findings to be findings on pure 
facts, but had drawn an inference of law 
from the facts placed before them, and held 
that at the time of the assessment the appel- 
lant was resident in the Free State. 

At one-time it was arguable if he 
were resident in the Free State, and havirg 
regard to a recent decision in the Hons» cf: 
Lords, his lordship agreed that the Revenue 
Commissioners were entitled to treat Captain 
Wandesforde as being domiciled there. lt 
he had e&tablished, with satisfaction to the 
Commissioners and the Court, that he war 
neither resident nor domiciled in the Free 
State he would be entitled to relief. ‘That 
was a vital matter for him, and a change of 
domicile by what the appellant did was not 
effected. There had been no change of domi- 
cile: domicile in the Free State had not been 
abandoned; and no new domicile had been 
acquired. ! 

)n the facts and the law his lordship felt 
satisfied that the appellant had not produced 
evidence before the Commissioners to satisfy 
them that he was not domiciled in the Free 
State. Accordingly he was of the opimon 
that the Commissioners in their determima- 
tion were correct, and that their decision was 
right. The appeal would be dismissed, and 
the ordinary rule as to costs would apply. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne concurred,

It appeared that Ryan was engaged in 
assisting Michael Harte, who was a driver 
employed by MacArthur; that Harte paid 
him, and that MacArthur was not consulted 
as to his being employed and did not pay 


him. 
Mr. Justice Johnston held that Mr. 
MacArthur was not the employer, and 


reversed the decision of the Minister, but 
without cosis.
